There is a reason for every advance 


and decline in prices. 
For example, 


the advance in the price of wheat, 
which, by the way, is not near what it 
ought to be under the circumstances, is 
not due to any wand-waving of the 
Advance Agent of Prosperity, as the 
organs would have us believe, but to 
the immensity of our crops and 
the 


practical failure of crops everywheie 
abroad, even Argentina, our competitor 
in the world's wheat market, -will be 
compelled to import American wheat 
this year, a situation, which, 
we 


believe, is unprecedented. 
If it were 


not for the single gold standard, which 
operates to cut the price of Bimpie pro- 
ducts in half, American wheat would 
today be selling for considerably over 
a dollar. Before the demonetization of 
silver began to be felt seriously the 
price waa frequently over a dollar a 
bushel when the attendant circum- 
stances were not near so favorable as 
now. 


There is a reason also for the depres- 


sion in the price oi silver, which has 
fallen BO heavily since the excitement 
of the Klondyke gold discoveries. It is 
not that alone that has caused the sud- 
den depression in the price. 
It is a 


largely artificial condition due to the 
ability of the great- gold gamblers of 
London to depress the price of silver 
and their desire at the present time, 
when the Wolcott bimetallism commis- 
sion-is in Europe, to impress that body 
with an "object lesson." 


There is but one thing that will re- 


store silver to its natural 
price, and 


that will be the opening of the mints 
of the United States to its free coinage 
at the present legal ratio of 1C to 1. 
SVhen the conditions are normal, the 
prica of silver and the price of the 
great American staple, wheat, 
are 


nearly the same, ounce for bushel. The 
opening of the mints to free coinage of 
silver at 10 to 1 in this country, which 
is the largest producer and user of sil- 
ver in the world, would naturally at 
once put the price of silver bullion the 
world over to £1.2;,) an ounco>nd wheat 
to even a greater price, owing to the 
peculiar crop conditions. 
Even the 


weak make-shift, known as the Sher- 
man silver purchase law, almost in- 
stantly raised the price of silver bullion 
in the world's market from 
in the 


neighborhood of 75 cents to §1.20 on 
ounce. 
What then would free coinage 


do for silver, free coinage, which is 
based on sound principles ami on the 
constitution, in view of the fact that 
the Sherman law, which was a mnkc- 
hift and was based oa a false principle 
lid so much? 


Scrunch for the wide discrepancy be- 


weeu the price of wheat and silver, 
about which tho insincere organs of 
the administration are endeavoring to 
make so much cheap capital at present. 


As for the rise in the price of other 


commodities, a trifle may be due to the 
improvement in the condition of busi- 
ness duo to the exceptionally favorable 
crop conditions, but the main advance 
is caused by the exorbitant duties of 
the new tariff bill which has jest gone 
into effect. 
Everything covered by the 


increased duties—all the necessaries of 
life—have advanced sharply. 
The fol- 


lowing is a statement of the manager 
of the great diy goods house of Clafiin 
& Co., of Xew York: 


As a result of tariff legislation there 


ha? been nn advance of from 10 ro 25 
per cent, on all woolen goods. 
Thi 


raise has been gradual since congress 
went to work on the tariff bill. 


"The 
figures tell the story," said 


Mr. Hammond. "Within three months, 
or Eince it was known that the tariff

Short Talks on Advertising. 


[Copyrighted by Charles Austin Bates.] 
The use of illustrations in advertis- 


ing is becoming more aud more general 
aud 
more 
and 
more 
intelligent. 


The English are great admirers of 


what they call "blocks" in their ad- 
vertising, and have always used more 
and better illustrations than Americans 
have. 


Tne stiff, old, stereotyped wood cut, 


representing a watch, or a shoe, or a 
trunk, has been out of use with us only 
a few years. 
Such outs are used even 


now in many places. 


I am not sure that VTanamakor. origi- 


nated the use of artistic outline cuts in 
advertising, out it is certain that the 
Wanamaker cuts have had a great in- 
fluence on advertisement illustrating. 


Their chief merit; lies in the fact that 


they show the article pictured as it 
looks in actual use. If the advertise- 
ment is about shoes, the picture is of 
a man pulling on an easy shoe, or of a 
dainty, stylish woman lifting a pretty 
and shapely foot. 


The illustrations are always sugges- 


tive and always %vell drawn. 


I may as well say here that I do not 


think much of the alleged humorous 
cuts that are used more or less all over 
the country—the ones which run to 
puns and "cnteness." They may at- 
tract attention, but attracting atten- 
tion isn't the best an ad. can do. 
A 


comic cnt isn't convincing. 
It doesn't 


tell anything, or prove anything, about 
the man or the goods advertised. I 
don't believe that such ads. sell goods. 


The English idea is very largely the 


use of some pretty picture, irrespective 
of its subject, or its relation to the 
thing advertised. 
The idea in this 


case also is to attract attention. 
I 


think it is wrong. 
A cnt should be 


used merely to illustrate the advertise- 
ment, and not as the advertisement 
itself. 
Illustration should be subordi- 


nate. 
In ordinary daily newspaper 


advertising the cut should be small. I 
like outline outs about an inch to an 
inch and a half wide", with reading 
matter set down one side. 
Generally 


speaking, I would not have more than 
three display hnea in the ad, and more 
often only two—the head line and the 
name of the advertiser. 
And the name 


should be smaller than the head line.

COWS. 


Cheaper to Keep Them In Portsmouth 


Than It la In Ironton. 


The board of health held an ad- 


journed meeting Tuesday evening. 


Rule 76, of the code ot laws of the 


board, requiring a license of |5 per 
annum to be paid by all person baring 
two or more cows and selling milk 
therefrom was amended so as to fix the 
required license as follows: $2 for two 
cows, f3 for three cows, IN for four 
cows, $5 for five cows, with 50 cents 
additional for each cow above the num- 
ber of five.—Ironton Republican. 


Some of the owners of cows in this 


city have been inclined to kick because 
of the license required of them. A 
comparison of our license law, 
as 


passed by the board of health, with the 
one above, will show a difference in 
favor of our cow owners. 
In this city, 


if any one owns twenty cows or more, 
selling milk within the city limits, 
,hey are required to pay a license of 
ifty cents per annum on the whole 
number owned.
